PAUL T. “BUD” AMBROSE 
1920 - 1997 


Paul Theodore “Bud” Ambrose, was born in Moultonboro but grew up on Main Street in 
Meredith, in a house near Waukewan Street intersection. Bud graduated from Interlakes 
High School and went on to own and operate Ambrose Bros. Inc. for 43 years. 


Bud was an U.S. Army veteran of World War II. He was also a member of the Meredith

We are pleased to report that 1997 was another productive and busy year. Meredith 
continues to excel in its service delivery while maintaining a constant level municipal tax 
rate portion. We continue to strive to do more with less! 


Many existing improvements were undertaken this year. The Waukewan Street sewer 
extension project was completed and the street reconstruction voted in 1995 was done. 
Remember how rough Waukewan Street was? Now we ask those using the street to watch 
your speed keeping safety in mind. 


The Philbrook Avenue project nears completion with the gravel street paved this summer. 


We finally completed a Cable TV Franchise renewal with Community TV; although not 
100% of what we wanted, we were able to get a vast improvement for our community. 

We are proposing establishment of a trust for our franchise fees to allow future use toward 
our community cable improvements. 


The Town has applied to the NH Wetlands Board to increase our public Town dockage on 
Route 3. If approved, we can create 31 additional dockage slips for public convenience. 


Our Public Works Department completed the entire reconstruction of Tracy Way and Old 
Barn Road this year, as well as the road pavement overlay of Veasey Shores Road, a 
portion of Eaton Avenue and many other road projects. 


We established a volunteer planning committee to work with the InterLakes School 
District, a portion of their property and Prescott Park to formulate an improvement plan. 
A Warrant Article will be presented for your consideration. 


Our major street reconstruction for 1998 is proposed for the Oak Knoll area among others, 
in addition to the Pleasant Street project that was approved by bond in 1997. 


We take our hats off to and thank the many volunteers in applying for and being accepted 
by the NH Main Street Program. We are one of six New Hampshire communities selected 
for participation. We feel over time our downtown, businesses and residents will benefit 
by program participation. We ask your help and involvement with this committee to make 
downtown Meredith the best it can be. 


EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


We urge our citizens and taxpayers to review this Annual Report and then join us in 
thanking our employees for delivery of municipal services in an efficient and unfailing 
manner and our many volunteers that provide so many things to our community. It is our 
dedicated employees and volunteers that make our projects and tasks successful.

Town Manager’s Report 
To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Meredith: 


Once again, we close another busy and trying year, but very productive for our 
community. I wish to thank our dedicated employees and many volunteers. 


Departmental Reports, as well as the Selectmen’s Report within our 1997 annual Report 
discuss many of our endeavors and accomplishments. I will list a few additional items 
and a few for the future. 


Volunteers and Town Departments worked together to finish three trails and open 
Waukewan Highlands Community Park for passive recreational uses. Bob Hill, Water 
and Sewer Departments Superintendent, worked on the Reservoir Dam to comply with 
safety and State of NH Regulations. 


The Wagon Wheel Trail pressure sewer was completed in 1997 by abutters benefit 
assessment. This project assists to maintain the environmental quality within Meredith 
Bay. 


Continued work by Municipal Water Department in improving our water system and 
continued compliance with State and Federal regulations has paid off for us; our test 
results are so good that we now only must test every three years instead of every year for 
lead and copper federal compliance. 


The Pleasant Street bond issue passed at the 1997 Town Meeting for drainage, water main 
replacement and road and sidewalk reconstruction is currently under design. We hope to 
bid the project in 1998. Construction will be all summer long because of the project 
magnitude. Efforts will be to provide one way traffic out to Meredith Neck; once 
complete, I believe you will be pleased by the project. 


Meredith partnered with the NH DOT on Route 3 South and Westbury Road/Neal Shore 
intersections improvements. Although not yet complete, it will be a dramatic 
improvement when completed in 1998. We did not have to provide much money, but by 
our involvement and administrative work our local roads will be benefited also. 


Through efforts of Town Planner John Edgar and myself we were able to get the Route 
104/Pease/Winona intersection into the State’s 10-Year Highway Plan for safety reasons. 
NH DOT will be installing a full-signalized intersection at this location by the year 2000, 
improving safety for our motorists. 
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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The Selectmen’s Task Force on Routes 3 and 25 continues to explore traffic congestion 
improvement options with NH DOT. The complex nature of improving our highway 
capacity and keeping our rural, aesthetic and pedestrian friendly community continues to 
be a challenge. Citizen concerns continue to be well represented on the Task Force in 
negotiating with NH DOT. 


1997 was a busy year relative to Town personnel; we saw retirements and departures of 
long time employees, which necessitated replacements. My thanks for their many years of 
dedication to our townspeople. 


I continue to say I have spoken or worked with many of you citizens or taxpayers, but 
certainly not everyone. If you have questions, opinions or concerns please drop by to see

Assessing Department 


Lena Watson Bolton, Assessor 


The 1996 assessment update was successful with the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Revenue Administration showing Meredith assessments at 101% of market value as of 
April 1, 1996. At this December writing, the preliminary sale and assessment data for the 
1997 tax year shows the assessments will be near 100% of the market value. 


Since coming to the Assessing Department in 1994, one of my primary objectives has 
been to have information readily available to the public. This year I have made a sales 
booklet with a wall map showing properties that have sold in Meredith. The booklet and 
map have the previous years sold properties plus up to date sales for the current year. 


The State Legislature made some changes to property tax abatement refunds and the filing 
date for the elderly exemption. House Bill #201 allows Selectmen or Assessors to apply 
all or a portion of the amount of any taxes abated, to any outstanding taxes owed by the 
taxpayer to the municipality. The taxpayer must be notified of the amount credited 
against the outstanding taxes and the date the credit was recorded. Senate Bill #143 
authorizes a municipality to change the date for filing an application for an elderly 
exemption from March 1 to August | prior to the setting of the tax rate. At the 1998 
Town Meeting, one of the warrant articles will be to change the filing date to August 1. 


Buildings & Grounds Department 


Walter Morton, Supervisor 


The Buildings & Grounds Department continues to maintain all Town owned property 
including sport fields, parks, beaches, docks, and buildings. In 1997, we rebuilt the 
guardrail flower boxes on Route 3 and painted the guardrail on Waukewan Street. We 
built 10 picnic tables and placed them throughout the Town parks. A disease resistant 
Liberty Elm Tree donated by the Boy Scouts was planted in Childs Park. We also planted 
a lilac bush, a cherry tree and two chanticleer pear trees in Main Street Community Park. 
The Department was busy with pruning, mulching and watering the beautiful flowers. 


The Department was extremely busy clearing the three trails in Waukewan Highlands 
Community Park and appreciates the many volunteers from local service organizations, 
Boy Scout Troop #55, residents, other town employees and the Americorps Volunteers 
that helped to complete the trails. A special Thank you to the Boy Scouts who donated 
$4,000.00 to be used for the improvements to the park. This 178-acre Park is open year 
round for hiking, walking, cross-country skiing and limited hunting.

In 1997, we handled forty-two Dredge and Fill applications along with easement 
inspections. We had a change in Commissioners: John Sherman and Robert LeCount 
have replaced Lucie LaPlante and Phyllis Hamblet. We thank Lucie and Phyllis for their 
time and assistance. 


Work in progress for 1998 is Phase II of The Hamlin Recreation and Conservation area off 
Chemung Road. Brenda L. Brown is our new consulting Forester for this work. 


Finance Department

Finance Director 


The Finance Department handles a multitude of projects on a yearly basis along with being 
responsible for the day to day financial operations of the Town. If not for the dedicated 
municipal office staff my job would be impossible. I want to thank each and every one of 
them for their hard work and abilities. 


The Board of Selectmen adopted an investment policy for the Town this year as required 
by state statutes. The investment policy describes pooling of funds to maximize return on 
investments, safety aspects of investments, liquidity, and yield. The policy also details 
what types of institutions and investment vehicles the Town may utilize. 


The municipal portion of the tax rate remained stable in 1997. Even though we kept the 
municipal portion of the tax rate stable, we were able to accomplish a great deal of projects 
in 1997 through the various departments of the Town. I refer you to the department 
reports for those details. 


I am proud to report that the Town did not have to borrow in anticipation of taxes this year 
or last. By not borrowing, we were able to save $20,000 that was appropriated for interest 
expense this year. 


In closing, I really enjoy being a part of this community and am proud to say that I work 


for the Town of Meredith. I am always available to answer any questions that you may 
have regarding the financial status of the Town.

GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Fire Department 


Charles G. Palm, Fire Chief 


Our department was very active in 1997, not just in terms of the number of responses but 
also in many other areas. With respect to responses, the number of calls decreased slightly 
from last year as can be seen when reviewing the past four years: 1994 - 230; 1995 - 214; 
1996 - 270 and 1997 - 259. The 1997 calls included 13% associated with fires (building, 
vehicle and brush); 14% were mutual aide calls (where our department responded to assist 
other neighboring towns); 26% were rescue calls (where our assistance was needed to help 
extricate victims of auto accidents, help transport individuals with medical needs from the 
many islands, etc.) and 47% were calls involving alarm activation’s or other forms of 
public assistance). Fortunately most of the calls included in this last category ended up 
without any misfortune; unfortunately, many of them could have been avoided by doing 
small things like changing the battery in a smoke or carbon monoxide detector. 


Staying on the subject of detectors - both smoke and carbon monoxide, we would be 
remiss in not emphasizing the value that both of these types of detectors have in saving 
lives and otherwise avoiding personal injury. One cannot put a price on a human life and 
for just a few dollars, the purchase and installation of both of these types of detectors could 
result in the saving of a loved one. Once installed a regular routine of changing the 
batteries should be initiated - have you checked yours lately???? 


Many of you may have read in the newspaper that the local Rotary Club was very 
generous and donated an ice rescue boat to the Department. Fortunately, we have not had 
to use the boat other than for training purposes; however, the boat's availability gives us 
the capability of performing rescues in both a more efficient and safer manner. 


Several Departments members were promoted in the officer ranks this year. Roger 
Hawkins and Tom Joslin were promoted to Second and Third Assistant Chiefs, joining 
Andre Kloetz, who is the Department's First Assistant Chief. Bill Tagget and Sandy 
Ambrose were promoted to Lieutenants. We also had several residents in Town step forth 
and join the Department. This is very gratifying as it does take a special type of person to 
make the commitment to volunteer and take the time necessary to become proficient to 
help others during their emergency. In addition, a big Thank You needs to go out to the 
many businesses that allow their employees to leave their work assignments to help. 


Training was an important aspect of the Department's activities this year. Many of the 


members completed courses in CPR, Emergency Care, Incident Command and Arson 
Awareness.

During 1998, as you pass by the stations, you may see the lights on late at night with a 
number of autos parked in the yard, this is probably associated with a number of courses 
that will be offered to the Department members. 


In closing, all of us in the Department wish to express our sincere appreciation to the 
Auxiliary in their special support of our needs. We are also truly appreciative of the 
spouses and families of our firefighters for their support and understanding. To the 
residents of Meredith, we say Thank You and have a safe 1998. 


Forest Fires 


Roy E. Howe, Sr., Forest Fire Warden 


The 1997 fire season was a safe period for wildland firefighters with no major injuries 
reported. The drought conditions experienced during the early summer months was a 
significant factor resulting in the total number of fires reported during the season. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection along with reports from citizens aid in the quick 
response from local fire departments. 


Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of 
New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs.

The Solid Waste Facility had a busy and successful year in 1997. We installed a new 
waste oil furnace that was purchased through a grant from the State of New Hampshire. 
By utilizing waste oil, the Town’s cost for propane was cut in half. 


The new drop off locations for both leaves and brush has made it easier for users. We do 
ask that users of the facility please help us by not mixing contaminants in with leaves or 
brush. I would like to remind people that wood chips are FREE here at the Recycling 
Center. Please ask for assistance. 


Solid waste decals (expiring 5-31-99) are still available at the Municipal Town Office or 
at the Solid Waste Facility. A decal is required on your vehicle in order to use the 
Facility. 


Due to increased hauling fees in 1997, the Town went out to bid for a five-year 
transportation contract to haul our waste. ASTRO Waste Services was awarded the 
contract resulting in a savings to the Town. 


We welcome Thomas Dow, Jr. as a new employee to the Solid Waste crew. I would like 
to thank the dedicated employees and all of the citizens of both Meredith and Center 
Harbor for their continued support and cooperation of the Solid Waste and Recycling 
Facility. 


Tax Collector’s Department

The improvement in the local economy is reflected in the collection of the property taxes 
for the municipality.

Inter-Lakes Day Care Center, Inc. is a private, non-profit, state licensed, non- 
denominational, tax-exempt community childcare agency incorporated in October 1971, 
and governed by a volunteer Board of Directors. In the exercise of its charter powers, the 
Agency aims to promote child development and family support for working parents 
through comprehensive infant, toddler, preschool, and school age developmentally 
appropriate curriculum for children six weeks through twelve years old. 


Our Center is open year round from 6:30 AM to 5:30 PM in one site and 6:00 PM in the 
other, making it possible for parents to maintain employment. Services include full and 
part time child care, morning preschool programs, school based extended day programs, 
vacation day camp programs, summer day camp programs, and U.S.D.A. approved hot 
meals and snacks. Through the State of New Hampshire under Title XX we are able to 
provide sliding fee scale tuition based on income level and family size. It is available for 
purposes of employment, training and pursuit of degrees or certificate programs, job 
search, and temporary disability. 


Additional services include sponsorship of the Inter-Lakes Family Daycare Nutrition 
Program; a group of 35 licensed home day care providers who receive federal 
reimbursement from U.S.D.A, by serving approved meals and snacks while providing care 
for children of working parents.

The Lakes Region Association (LRA) published and distributed 150,000 Winter 
Getaways Brochures, 130,000 Where to... vacation guides and 1,000,000 Lakes Region 
Map & Guides. Matching grants from the State of NH were used to help with the printing 
and distribution and the national advertising campaign. 


The LRA hosted travel writers and tour operators from Europe and the US. A highlight 
was a group of independent agents from the United Kingdom, an article in Connecticut 
Magazine on “antiquing” in the Lakes Region and several guidebooks on inns, arts and 
crafts and shopping. 


There were two major project additions this year. The launching of the Lakes Region 
Web site which includes information on all the towns in the region has been highly 
successful and popular.

This is necessary so when a story is being written on the Lakes Region, a photo is 
available.

violence. 


Publicity surrounding the issue of domestic and sexual violence and its devastating effects on 
families and children has resulted in a significant increase in requests for our services. Our 
records indicate that we had 34 contacts with Meredith residents in 1993, 55 contacts in 
1994, 144 contacts in 1995 and 74 contacts in 1996. Our agency documented 2,144 requests 
for service in 1996 of which 173 contacts were residence unknown. 


As you know, New Beginnings staffs a 24-hour crisis line solely with volunteers. We operate 
a full-time shelter for women and children and have safe homes for male victims; provide 
support and advocacy at courts, hospitals, police stations, and social service agencies.

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COMMUNITY PROJECTS 


Prescott Park Planning Committee 


Paul R. Lessard, Selectman 
Committee Chairman 


In 1997, the Annual Town Meeting entertained a proposal from the Community Center 
Search Committee to construct a community center at Prescott Park. The proposal was 
defeated in part due to concerns that there first needed to be an overall plan for the park. 
In September, the Board of Selectmen charged a diverse, volunteer committee with the 
responsibility of developing an overall design for the park and related use 
recommendations. The committee was asked to not only look at the existing park, but 
also to look at the undeveloped, publicly owned land which connects the park with the 
Interlakes School Complex. The committee consists of Town representatives, league and 
club representatives, coaches and representatives from the School District. 


The Committee has met on a regular basis since its inception. The Committee has gone 
about a methodical review of the needs of the community, the use, condition and 
limitations of existing facilities and the capability of the undeveloped land to support new 
facilities. The committee has recommended to the Board of Selectmen that approximately 
8 '4 acres of land east of Hawkins Brook be developed for joint use by the Town, School 
District, the various leagues and the public at large. The new facility would include: one 
regulation baseball field, two multi-purpose fields (one of which would accommodate 
regulation soccer play) and six new tennis courts. In addition, a multi-purpose trail 
system would be located to connect the Town and School parcels for use by joggers, 
walkers, snowmobiles, team training, cross country skiing, etc. 


Following the completion of this initial phase, the Committee has recommended that the 
Selectmen consider significant rehabilitation of various existing facilities at Prescott Park. 
This work would include the reconstruction of the three existing ball fields and possible 
improvements to the parking lot. The committee’s concept plan also allocates space for a 
community center should the town desire to build one in the park at a later date. 


The Committee has asked the Board of Selectmen to consider a $500,000.00 bond issue in 
1998 to construct the facilities outlined in Phase 1. If approved by Town Meeting, the 
project would proceed into the engineering and permitting phase this spring and summer. 
Construction of the new fields could begin as early as late Fall, 1998.

We have audited the accompanying general-purpose financial statements of the Town of Meredith as of 
and for the year ended December 31, 1996. These general-purpose financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general- 
purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general- 
purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test 
basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general-purpose financial statements. An 
audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall general-purpose financial statement presentation. We 
believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general-purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Meredith has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statement #18 requires that a liability be recognized in the 
General Long-Term Debt Account Group for the estimated current closure and postclosure care costs 
associated with the Town’s inactive municipal solid waste landfill. This liability has not been recorded 
as the Town has not undertaken any study to have an estimate prepared. Therefore, the estimated 
amount of this liability is unknown. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omissions described in the 
preceding paragraphs, the general-purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Meredith, as of December 31, 1996, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Meredith for the year ended December 31, 1996, 
we considered the Town's internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 
on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town's 
ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of 
management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a 
relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation 
to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the 
internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that 
might constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable 
conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


Also, the following condition was noted that we do not consider to be a material weakness: 
GENERAL FIXED ASSETS 


The Town does not maintain a formal accounting system for fixed assets. However, the Town has 
initiated development of such a system. In general, accounting for fixed assets provides information 
for estimating the amount of insurance needed, covers responsibilities of stewardship involved in 
safeguarding the assets, and allows for depreciation to be estimated when applicable. An accounting 
of fixed assets is required for preparation of a complete financial report in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 


We recommend that fixed asset accounting be implemented as part of the overall accounting system of 
the Town.

We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, no material 
weaknesses in the Town's accounting systems and records were identified.
